MAKING GARDEN 


PATHS, 


Directions for Securing Ory, Firm and Well 
Made Pathways—The Two Principles, 
Few things are more conducive to the 

thorough enjoyment of a garden than 

dry, firm and well made pathways, No 
matter how high the cultivation may be 
or how flourishing the appearance of the 
plots and beds, bad walks are an unmiti- 
gated nuisance, in wet weather particu. 
larly, and ought not to be tolerated under 
any circumstances. In a general way 
there is nothing to exceed a good gravel 


path, and where one can command the 
gravel these are advised. Gravel walks 
fre comparatively inexpensive, pleasant 
to use snd eas sy tomake. In default of 
Q supply of good gravel, ashes may be 
employed as a substitute, thouzhan ash 
walk is not reconimended when one ean 
afford Letter material Conerete paths are 
Very hice a id clean, but apt tocrack an l 
break up under the «strain of heavy 
wheeling Stone fagying. asphaltum and 
other composition walks are yeneraily 
put down by those who follow the busi- 
ness, hence there is no need f direc 
tions concerning their construction.
